The invention according to new claims 1 and 8 differs from Dl 
in that additional information about the face of an owner of 
an ID card is produced in digital form and transferred to be 
incorporated in the ID card in digital form. 

The invention according to new claims 1 and 8 is not 
considered obvious for a person skilled in the art by knowing 
Dl and any of the other cited documents D2-D6. 

Therefore, the invention according to claims 1-13 is new and 
considered to involve an inventive step and to have industrial 
applicability.
